Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-20 recite an electro-mechanical system including physics force and 
mass theory without the recitation of any electro-mechanical structure to limit the area of 
application or the electro-mechanical structure to limit the structure of the invention. 
The claims cover the board electro-mechanical system without the structural limitation 
of the system which causes this application unable to perform proper search of the 



invention. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wilson 
(6,242,878). 

So far as the claims are understood, Wilson shows in figure 1 the Fp, F1 , and F2 
having an amplitude at a sub-friction level of the drives 22 and 24. Wilson shows in 
figure 2 the DIRECTION, DEMAND _POS, and DEMAND_NEG representing the 
stopping, acceleration, and deceleration control of the system to perform the force 
processing functions as recited in the claims. It is inherent to perform the recited 
functions with Wilson's system for the physics operation as recited in the claims.
